Tacitus, 
in his Annals, B. 15. ſays, When God is about to puniſh a 
Nation for their manifold Sins, he is wont to ſignify his Dif- 
{ pleaſure by Prodigies; for he will not always ſpeak to Men 
with an human Tongue, by Prophets and Apoltles, but ſome- 
times by the Elements changed into divers Forms and Shapes; 
| 23 you may ſee by the following Account of ſome few Comets 
only in the laſt Century, which were the Fore-runners of 


| dreadful Tempeſts and Inundations, Earthquakes, Murrain, 


War, and ſtrange Mutations. 


Anno Domini 1607, A Comet appeared September 25, and
